Comment * There is no information that a unit of this spe'clfic 
designation has been on Sakhalin. However, due to the paucity of report- 
ing on this area, a move of some Soviet air unit between two places could 
have occu rred without de tection. 
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KOREA . Additional reports of the Presence of "Soviet Puppet 11 troops 
in North Korea} G-2, Far Eaat Comne-nd, citing several recent repcrte 
of the presence of Caucasian troops in North Korea, states that the 
multiplicity and consistency of the reports "logically demand attention 
and so#e degree of credence." One of these reports stated that by 
23 August a "Soviet Puppet Force" had crossed the Talu River and was 
on the way to the front linej others mentioned the presence of Soviet 
and "Caucasian" troops with amor hear. Kumchon. FEGOM comments that 
the presence of Caucasian troops as far scuth.as Kumchon "appears 
possible" but that the nationality, size and type of the force are 
not. clear, (s CINCFE Telecon 5100, 30 Aug 5l). 

Cornnent : The presence in North Korea of a limited number of 

non-Oriental troops, chiefly anti-aircraft artillery units and tech- 
nicians, is considered probable. 
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
